COURT LIMITS POWER 
OF CITY RECORDERS |

‘Under Decision Rendered Yes- 
lerday They Cannot Com- 
mit To County Gang, 


JUDGE SPEER'S DECISION 
PRACTICALLY SUSTAINED 


Wecorders’ Courts May Sentence to 
City Prison or City Chaingang, 
but Not to County Chain- 
gatg for Violation of 
City Ordinances 


The supreme court of Georgia yester- 
day, in the case of Pearson v. Wimbish, 
practically sustained the position taken 
by Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States district court, for the southern 
district of Georgia, to the effect that the 
recorders court fn the city of Macon can- 
not, without violating the etate and fed- 
era] constitutions, sentence a man to 
the Bibb county chaingang for violation 
of a city ordinance. 

It ‘was the Jamison case that made the 
matter famous. This was first tried In 


the United States court, an4 the United | 


States supreme oourt held that the rema. 
dies afforded by the state courts shou'd 
first be exhausted. 

Then the oase of Pearson was taken 
up originally in the state courts with a 
view to making a test. Pearson, a ne- 
gro, was tried for the violation of cer- 
tain city ordinances of Macon, and was 
sentenced on October 30th last, to serve 
three months at hard labor upon the 
county chaingang of Bibb county. 

Habeas corpus proceedings were insti- 
tuted in the superior court of Bibb coun- 
ty against E. A. Witmbish, superintendent 
of the Bibb county chaingang. but Pear- 
son’s petition for a habeas corpus abso- 
lute was denied in the lower court. 

The state supreme court reverses this 
ruling, holding that !t 4s unconstitu- 
tional for a recorder’s court to sentence 
& person to a county chaingang where 
misdemeanor awd felony convicts are 
confined, because of the violation of a 
city ordinance, The supreme court. how. 
ever, states that the recorder had a per- 
fect right to sentence Pearson to con- 
finement in the city police station or to 
the city chaingang, provided the city 
maintains a chaingang of its own. but 
that no sentence to the county chain- 
gang could be given. . 

Pearson Not Discharged. 

In concluding its decision, the supreme 
court says: 

“The fact, however, that the accused 


be 


has been illegally sentenced, will not re- 
sutt in his absolute discharge from cu3- 
tody, \where a lega] sentence can be im- 
posed.|, Direction is given that the ap- 
piicant be not confined in the county 
chaingang, but be taken therefrom and 
carried before the recorder to be sen- 
tenced in acordance with law.* 

The stpreme court in its headnotes, 
deals very clearly with the case, show- 
‘ng the extent to which a municipal re- 


wcorder’s court may go in dealing with 


violators of city ordinances. These head- 
motes are es follows: | 

“I. The present constitution of this 
state does not guarantee a trial by jury 
te one charged With the violation of a 
valid municipal ordinance, but he may 
be summarily tried and convicted with- 
out @ jury, in a police court having fur's- 
diction to try petty offenders against the 
peace, good order and security of the 
munictpality. 

“2. To punish such an offender by con- 
fining him at hard lebor under municipal 
control is not obnoxious to the censtit:- 
tonal inhibition against ‘involuntary 
servitude save as a punishment for crime.

I beHeve this office only pays $300 per 
year and I can’t see why a very limit- 
ed number of our citizens should be re- 
quired to give their time when there 
are any number of good citizens fully 
competent to fill these places, and as it 
seems to require nearly all the time of 
some of them to look after the city 
affairs the compensation is too smal. 
Hence, let the offices be distributed so 
they will not be a burden to just a few 
of our citizens.

Few Letters Received. 


Secretary Barnett stated yesterday that 
he had received letters from compara- 
tively few policy-holders in the state, 
less by far than he had confidently ex- 
pected to hear from. While those heard 
from express a willingness to cooperate 
with the society, they do not undertake 
to offer any suggestions as to what steps 
should be taken. This Mr. Barnett re- 
grets very much, as he had hoped to 
have the views from many policy-holders 
to lay: before the committee giving some 
idea of the course they thought best to 
pursue. 

In the meantime Mr. Barnett has been 
discussing the matter with a number of 
prominent business men who are large 
policy-holders in mutual companies, and 
the result is he has prepared a_ plan 
which is practically in readiness to be 
submitted to the society when it holds 
its convention here. 

This plan, as stated, proposes the es- 
tablishment of a Georgia bureau of in- 
formation for the benefit of the policy- 
holders of the state. It is proposed that 
this bureau shall. among other things, 
investigate the annual -reports of the 
various life {nsurance companies, par- 
ticularly as to the dividends paid, and 
shall at all times have on hand infor- 
mation to show what company or com- 
panies uniformly pay the best dividends 
and accomplish the best results for the 
policy-holder. By cooperation with the 
policy-holders of other states, {t could 
be ascertained what dividends were paid 
in fhose states, whether they were the 
same as are paid in Georgia and wheth- 
er they were larger or smaller than 
should be paid on the basis of the com- 
pany’s statement as to its earnings. 


For the Policy Holders. 


By gathering and systematizing this 


and other information along similar lines,. 


this information bureau would be in a 
position to furnish to a party desiring 
insurance accurate information as to 
where he could get the best results. Of 
course there are cases where one com- 
pany could furnish a party better in- 
surance along the lines he wished 
while in other cases the policy of an 
entirely different company would be best. 
It is proposed that this information 
bureau shall act for the best interests of 
the policy-holder in all cases, Dut that 
it shall put itself, so to speak, in the 
place of the insurance agent, and wher- 
ever it places a policy that it shall draw 
the agent’s commission. In this way it 
is proposed to raise the necessary fund 
to pay the expenses of operating the 
Dureau without expense to the policy- 
holder.

I did not dispute, deny, controvert nor 
challenge a single declaration of any 
senator, congressman, governor, ex-g0V- 
ernor or any other person in or out 
of North Carolina, as to the result of 
negro disfranchisement in that grand old 
state.

“THUG JOURNALISM” IS SOMETHING NEW IN GEORGIA 


HOWELL BESTED OPPONENT 
AT EVERY TURN OF DEBATE 


(EMitoriali from The Augusta Chronfde,) 
1 HE most important event so far in 


the present gubernatorial cam- 

paign in Georgia was the joint de- 
bate at Columbug Wednesday between 
Hon. Clark Howell and Hon. Hoke Smith. 

The Chronicle, as becomes a non-par- 
tigan newspaper, gave its readers the ben- 
efit of the two speeches in full, together 
with an extensive and unbiased report of 
everything that occurred at Columbus. 

It is for the public to make its own 
verdict ag to the relative merits of the 
two speeches and of the platforms put 
forward by the two candidates. The 
Chronicle has no interest in the matter, 
other than to keep its readers informed 
of what is going on in the campaign, 
mot only between these two candidates, 
Out with all other candidates who have 
already entered or may hereafter enter 
the race. 

Nevertheless, The Chronicle has no 
right nor inclination to avoid an ex- 
pression of its own opinion as to the 
first joint debate of the campaign, and 
it does this frankly and freely, but with 
no purpose to favor the candidacy of 
either of the gentlemen concerned. 

Possibis the only new feature—we 
await a fuller stenographic report of his 
exact language—was his attempted de- 
nial of the bitter-attack made by him 
on Thomas FE. Watson, in a speech de- 
ldvered in .Augusta in November, 1904. 
Thig feature of his apeech holds for us, 
@nd no doubt for the many others in 
Augusta who heard him on that  oc- 
casion, the greatest amount of interest— 
merely because we cannot comprehend 
how any man could attempt to deny or 
even qualify the language used by him 
before an audience of several hundred 
intelligent Augusta voters barely more 
than fourteen months ago. 

Not that his language on that occa- 
sion matters to ug or to the others who 
heard paim—except that we were all 
somewhat startied by its boldness and 
severity—but because it would ~»be 
amusing, if it were not pathetic, to see 
any man right-about face on a proposi- 
tion of that sort. 

Smith’s Boast of Watson. 

The hundreds of Augusta people who 
heard Mr. Smith roast Tom Watson to 
aturnon that occasion, and who ap- 
plauded him to the echo, will be loath 
to believe that he is attempting to craw- 
fish. merely because he now needs Mr. 
Watson's suport in his present race 
for the governorship. 

But even this new feature did not save 
Mr. Smith's speech from being tiresome 
for those who had heard it before—so 
many times before. 

Attention, not only in Columbus, but 
throughout the state, was, naturally, 
Fivetted on his rival; for it was Mr. 
Howell's first appearance on the plat- 
form in the present campaign. While 
he had outHned hig platform in his for- 
mal announcement some time ago, he 
had not met face to face the man who 
was to “eat him up,” to u@e a general 
expression of the Smith Ss. 

It is Dut simple justice to say that if 
there is any disappointment consequent 
upon the first joint debate of the cam- 
paign, it must lie only with the Smith 
adherents—for Hoke did not “eat him 
up.”” On the contrary, if the two 
speeches may be fairly judged at this 
distance, after a careful perusal] of 
both, {t must be confessed that Mr. 
Howell eastiy bore off the honors. 

Indeed, it is not flattery to say that 
‘mo finer political speech has been de- 
Iivered {n Georgia within our memory 
than that deliveréa by Hon. Clark How- 
ell in Columbus Wednesday. It was a 
masterful effort. from whatever point 
viewed: clear, logical, boid and eloquent 
to a degree, where eloquence was called 
for. Undoaptedly, Mr. Howell did not 
hesitate to meet his opponent on every 
point, and if he did not give better than 
Was sent every time, then either he did 
not follow the advance proofs of his 
Speech as printed throughout the state, 
Or we are no judge of language. 

While his arraignment of Mr. smith 
@r his insincerity and too apparent 
demagogy was severe, it was parliamen- 
tary throughout ang wee baged on the 
records. At the game time, Mr. How- 
ell showed his disposition to be entirely 
fair when he said: 

‘Hoke Smith was right once on this 
question, as, indeed, to do him full jus- 
tice, he has once been right on every 


issue of today, for he has been et one 
time or another on both sides of every 
Plank in his present professed  plat- 
form.’’ 

Appeal to Intelligence. 

But Mr. Howell’s declarations on the 
“negro disfranchisement” bugaboo are, 
undoubtedly, calculated to make more 
friends among the intelligent, thinking 
people of Georgia than any other fea- 
ture of his speech. On this so-called 
“Issue’’ he was clear, logical and force- 
ful to a degree. He has evidently given 
the subject the closet study and he 
evinced the clearest comprehension of it 
in its minutest detail. He put the 
Whole question in a nutshell when he 
said: | 

“They propose, therefore, not only to 
punish the poor illiterate white man for 
his poverty by taking away his right to 
vote, ‘but they actually offer the forfeit- 
ed ballot as a prize to every negro 
in Georgia, who Twill get out of the cot- 
ton patch and into the negro college.” 

Not only must we admire Mr. Howell 
for his stand against this demagogic ef- 
fort to bring the “‘negro issue’ again to 
the front in Georgia politics,ebut par- 
ticularly must every democrat com- 
mend him for refusing—as shown by the 
Sibley letter and his reply thereto—to 
barter, his convictiong on this subject 
for the support of democracy’s arch- 
enemy in Georgia. 

All in all the result of Howell's first 
appearance on the stump must be high- 
ly gratifying to his friends and sup- 
porters.

Washington, January 13.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt today announced the 
appointment of W. T. Vernon, principal 
of the Quindaro institute, at Quindaro, 
Kans., to be register of the treasury in 
succession to Judson W. Lyons. Charges 
were preferred against Vernon, but they 
werg not sustained by the investigation 
made by the direction of the president. 

Lyons was at the white house today 
and learned from the president himself 
that there wag no chance of nails reap- 
pointment to the Office he hold. ‘The 
fact that Lyons is republican national 
committeeman from Georgia did not save 
him. Vernon, of Kansas, had the 
indorsement of Booker T. Washington. 

This turn down of Lyons, coming c9- 
inédent with ‘the announcement that 
Rucker is to lose out and that Veveaux 
at Savannah is to meet the same fate, 
means that no negroeg are to hold im- 
portant federa] offices in the southern 
states where it is possible to find a rea- 
son for putting white. men in their 
places. 

Policy for the Future.

Probably Crum, &t 
Charleston, will be the only one left by 
the time the president goes out of office,

In that ante-convention contest 
Mr. Hanna gave his promise to care 
for these men, and his strong hold upon 
the southern colored contingent was due 
to his sincerity in keeping his promises. 

Thea influences which. have brought 
about this new policy on the part of 
President Roosevelt are ftwo: first, the 
better understanding of the south and 
its people, which President Roosevelt ac- 
quired during his recent trips through 
that section; second, the active opposi- 
tion of Booker T. Washington to the 
appointment of southern negroes to of- 
fice. 

Washington advised President McKin- 
ley against such appointments in 1897, 
but his advice had no weight againss 


the influence of Senator Hanna He is, 
however, much closer to President Roose- 


velt than he ever was to his predecessor 
in office. 

In his educational work Washington 
does not have the sympathy of the po- 
litical contingent of his own race, north 
or south. These do not take kindly to 
his doctrine that the colored man should 
give himself over to material pursuits, 
eschewing politics. 

There is a strong anti-Washington ele- 
ment among the colored men of the coun- 
try and among these aligned with that 
element is Lyons. Apparently for the 
sole purpose of striking at these McKin- 
ley-Hanna colored officeholders it was 
announced some time ago that unless ex- 
cellent reasons could be shown no fed- 
eral officeholder would be given a third 
term. 

This rule has not been applied to any 
of the white officeholders, but it is to 
be rigidly enforced against those with 
dark skins. ‘

Student Murdered in. Fashion- 
able St. Petersburg Restau- 
-rant for Scorning Old Regime 


GREAT HALL CROWDED 
WHEN MURDER WAS DONE 


Courtesan Spurned Bolly of Student 
and Said That Justice Had Been 
Done—Murderer Was At- 
tacked with Cham- 
pagne Bottles, 


St. Petersburg, January 14.—4 a. m.—A 
tragedy in which a student paid his Iife, 
_the penalty of refusing to do honor to 
| the old regime, took place in the famous 

restaurant, “‘The Bear,” shortly efter 
| midnight. The annual ceremony of watch- 
| ing the old year out was being observed 
with something like the old-time festiv- 
ities. The great hall wag crowded and 
| the orchestra of Mlle. Rigo, a sister of 
| the paramour of the Princess Chimay, 
upon the stroke of midnight, burst forth 
with “God Save the Emperor.” . 

The guests, with the exception of a 
student named Davidoff, a member._of 
an aristocratic family, rosa to their feet 
and the officers present demanded an 
encore, being determined to turn the 
| celebration into a loyalist demonstration. 
| Killed the Student. 
| Count Sherometieff, a ralative of the 
notorious Moscow reactionary, applied 
an epithet to Davidoff for refusing to 
honor the national anthem, and pulled 
his chair from under him. Hot words 
followed and suddenly in. the midst of 
the joyous acclamation of New Year, 
the guests were startled by five shots 
in rapid succession, and the corpse of 
the student lay on the floor. Indescriba- 
ble confusion ensued. 


Women Shrieked and Fainted. 

Count Sherometieff, in addition ~— to 
killing Davidoff, wounded two women. 
Three companions of Davidoff, armed with 
champagne bottles, attacked the mur- 
derer, who, with blood streaming from 
his face, managed to fight his way to the 
door. Women shrieked and fainted, 

The confusion culminated jin a wonder- 
ful dramatic controversy across the body 
of the dead student. The impassioned 
spectators of the tragedy having ranged 
| themselves according to their political 
| opinions on either side, crimination anda 
recrimination followed each other hotly. 
A well-known courtesan, her head proudly 
in the alr, stamped her foot as from the 
side of the loyalistg she declared the 
student had met his due. The climax 
came when an aunt of Davidoff, who had 
fainted when the boy was shot, having 
regained consciousness, rushed forward 
| and threw herself between the disputants 
and upon the body, passionately kissing 
the blood-stained face. A regular panic 


| followed. 


Diplomats Fled. 

The guests at “The Bear,’* many of 
whom were the most prominent society 
leaders of St. Petersburg, including a 
number of diplomats, hastened away in 
order to avoid being summoned as wit- 
nesses. Meantime Davidoff’s body was 
covered by the waiters in order to con- 
ceal the ghastly sighf, but it lay for 
more than two hours and until the police 
prosecutor arrived to draw up a formal 
complaint. 

Sherometieff is a retired officer of the 


Semivosky regiment of the guards. 

Davidoff, when he was attacked, at- 
tempted to draw a light rapier, which 
students carry, but he was dead before 
the blade left its scabbard.

JUDGE WRIGHT’S CHARGE 


IN THE SANFORD TRIAL 


OME, GA, January 13.—(Special.)— 
R Judge Wright's ‘charge to the rey | 
in the Sanford case was as. fol- 
lows: , 
“If you have a doubt tn this case, gen- 
tlemen of the jury, es to whether, under 
the law that I shall give you in this 
charge, the defendant is guilty of the 
higher crime of murder, or of the lesser 
crime of voluntary manslaughter, it Wil 
still be your duty to give him the benefit 
of the doubt and find him guilty of the 


lesser crime. 

“The defendant, as he had a right to 
do, has made a statement, not under 
oath. It is to have just such force as 
you think right to give it. You may be- 
Heve it in preference to the sworn tes- 
timony 4m the case. If you do not so be- 
lieve it, you may reject it entirely, or yOu 
may believe it in part ang reject it in'! 
part. Give it just such weight as you. 
think it ought to have in the trial of! 
the case. | 

“Now, gentlemen, in this case you will, 
find one of four verdicts: Either find the: 
defendant gullty of murder, or guilty of) 
murder with a recommendation that he) 
be imprisoneg in the penitentiary for! 
life, or guilty of manslaughter, or not | 
guilty. 

“A person, In order to be punished by 
law, must have sufficient memory, in- | 
telligence, reason and will, to enable him | 
to distinguish between right and wrong 
in regard to the particular act about to 
be done; to know and understanqg that 
it woulq be wrong, and that he would de- 
serve punishment for committing it. 

“I charge you, gentlemen of the jury, 
that the law presumes every person to 
be of sound mind; and in this case, I 
charge you that the burden is upon the) 
defendant to satisfy you, to a reasonabie | 
certainty, that at the time of the com- | 
mission of this act In question, he was, 
not of sound mind and discretion; ang ft 
further charge you that what is meant) 
by this expression, in law, is, if a man) 
has sufficient reason to distinguish be- | 
tween right and wrong in relation to a | 
particular act about to be committed, he)! 
is criminally responsible, as a general | 
rule. If he has not sufficient reason to| 
distinguish between the right and wrong) 
of a particular act about to be commit- 
ted, he is not criminally responsible for 
the act. The unsoundness of mind, which 
excuses from crime, is such as dethrones 
reason and renders an individual incapa- 
ble of distinguishing between the right 
or wrong of a particular act. 


As to Sanford’s Mind. 


“You will look to the evidence in this 
case and see, at the time this act wr 
committed, whether the accused had suf. 
ficient mind or reason, or mental capac- 
ity, to know that the act was wrong. 
in other words: That it was a viola- 
tive of the law. and he would be Hable 
to be punished fort. If he did not, then 
he is ‘not responsible to the law and 


not allow an insane man to be convicted, 
or @a man who has not sufficient capacity, 
to have a criminal! intent, to be con- 
victed. 

“I charge you that where the defend- 
ant, on trial for murder, relies upon the 
defense Of insanity at the time of the 
homicide, the burden of proof igs upon 
him to show, that at the time of the 
killing he was not of sound memory and 
discretion. He must show this, not be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, but to the rea- 
sonable satisfaction of the jury, by a 
preponderance of the evidence.

Engineer O'Neal's carelessness, because 
he failed to give the proper signals as 
required by law at the railroad crossing 
on a public highway. 

Mrs. A. H. Grizgzle, wife of the de- 
ceased, brought suit for $30,000 damages 
in the superior court of Gwinnett county 
against the Southern Railway Company, 
and against T. A. O'Neal, the engineer. 

O'Neal filed a demurrer on the ground 
that he was a resident of Fulton, and not 
The Southern rail- 
way filed a motion that the case be 
transferred to the United States circuit 
court on account of the fact that it was 
a Virginia corporation. O’Neal’s de- 
murrer was overruled and the railway 
company’s motion was denied. 

Sustained on Both Points. 

In its ‘decision the supreme court sus- 
tains both of these actions of the su- 
perior court of Gwinnett county. Th» 
supreme court holds that the railway 
company and the engineer mdy be sued 
jointly where the negligence resulted, 
solely from the-action of the engineer. 

The supreme court also holds that a 
foreign railway corporation, that is one 
chartered in another state, and its en- 
gineer, may be jointly sued in the county 
where the cause of action originated, 
even though the engineer does not reside 
in that county. 

Since the engineer who is made a 
party to the suit is a resident of Geor- 
gia, the supreme court holds that it was 
not error an the part of the lower court 
to refuse an order transferring’ the suit 
to the United States cireult court.

Promoters of such enterprises never lo- 
cate in a4n unprosperous, unprogressive 
community.

WV ‘cial. )\—Mrs, Longstreet, of 

Gainesville, Ga., wag received 
Thursday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock by 
President Roosevelt in the green room 
of the white house. Ghe evidently went 
to the white house by appointment. Mrs. 
Longstreet refused to discuss her visit 
to the president, further than to say that 
it wag just to pay her respects to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, wish him a happy New 
Year and thank him in person for her 
commission as postmistress at dGaines- 
ville, this being aes opportunity she 
had had to come to Washington since her 
appointment a year ago. 

President Roosevelt recalleq with pleas- 
ure the splendid appearance of the Can- 
dler Horse Guards, Gainesville’s cavalry 
troop, that made such a fine appearance 
on president's day, in Atlanta, last fall 
He begged Mrs. Igngstreet to convey his 
cordial good wishes to the troop for the 
new year. President Roosevelt very much 
regretted that his train passed through 
Gainesville in the night on his southern 
tour. He hopes to go through in the day 
time when he goes south again, and make 
a Stop in the little mountain city. 

It is known that the Longstreet chap-
